THROWN IN PANIC 


The excursionists were suddenly 


thrown in a panic when the Dav- 
enport bore down on the Swan and 
crashed through the planking of 
the barge, throwing dozens of per- 
sons into the river. 


Approximately 286 persons were 


aboard the Swan at the time of 
the collision, and of these about 
100 couples were dancing. 


Immediately after the collision 


tbe Davenport lowered life boats 
and began rescuing those struggl- 
ing in the river waters.

Not only does 
it give motive power to the muscles located in 
this region, but it also supplies the sense of feel- 
ing. 
Wherever these branches extend, there are 


the locations of the excrutiating pains which 
accompany this ailment. 


When the nerve-becomes overstimulated, there 


is a twitching or contraction of the jaw and face. 
Acute pain is felt in that part supplied by the 
affected branch of the nerve. The pain usually 
attacks the eyeball and is felt.over the eye. 


It is an ailment more commonly met in people 


forty than among the young. 
Diseases of the teeth and jaw- 


aone may be responsible for this trouble. If the antrum, that hollow 
space in the bone under the cheek, is involved, here is the source of 
ihe trouble.

It may last only a day or two 
it a time, or it may continue for 
several weeks.

nounced- There are severe, cutting, 
shooting and dagger-like pains. The 
first symptom may be located in the 
side of the nose and the upper lip. 
The pain extends to 'the cheek, eye 
ind temple, into the teeth and all 
jver the one side of the head. 
Sometimes the muscles of the face 
:witch and contract. The patient 
runs down under the terrible pain. 
He loses sleep and there is always 
:he dread of other attacks. 


None of the usual hot applications 
or.other treatments in cases of ordi- 
nary neuralgia seem to have any 
2ffeet 
on this condition 
Drugs 


should be taken only under a com- 
petent physician's orders. There is 
always the danger of contracting a 
bad habit if self medication is used. 


Various operative measures have 
been used. 
The pain is so acute 
that patients would resort to almost 
mything to end the suffering. 
Re- 
moval of a section of the nerve has 
been done. Another treatment is to 
inject alcohol into the nerve itself. 
This procedure has given relief, at 
least, temporarily, and_ atiylhing that 
affords relief from such suffering is 
worth while.
